Played Rough Game 24 Years Ago 


The following more or less dis­ 
connected story of one of the first 
girls’ basketball teams in 
Scott 
County is unusually appropriate 
at this time, but the years 
have 
brought changes, refinements, ab­ 
breviations in costumes, and 
the 
spirit of “win at any cost” preva­ 
lent during the first 
years, 
has 
given way to a more sporting view 
of winning or losing. 
It is appro­ 
priate, however, at this time when 
Scott Countians and 
others 
are 
witnessing the tenth annual girls 
basketball tournament 
underway 
this week-end at the Sikeston gym­ 
nasium. 


But, boy oh boy, what a differ­ 
ence! 
The sixteen teams present 
at the Sikeston tournament pre­ 
sent a royal eyeful as compared 
with the demure lassies of 1908. 
And this comes direct from a mem­ 
ber of that 
first 
Scott 
County 
team, .Mrs. C. C. Cummins, form­ 
erly member of the Morley “Wa­ 
termelons”. 
A photograph of the 
first team 
is on display in the 
window 
of 
Dudley’s Confectionery. The “Wa­ 
termelons” 
in the pholo art all 
set and ready to go . . riding 
a 
small w. gon belonging to 
Rex 
Boyce of Morley. 
The wagon 
is 
propelled by a donkey, 
also 
the 
property of Mr. Boyce. 
Members 
of the team include the following: 
Guard, Beulah Keezee, now Mrs. 
H. F. Emerson, prominent in so­ 
cial and church work 
at Morley; 
Miss Mayme Frobase, running cen­ 
ter, now Mrs. Maurice Harris, the 
the first member of the team 
to 
fall for the advances 
of 
Daniel 
Cupid; Serelda Claik, jump cen­ 
ter now Mrs. Clarence Cummins of 
Sikeston; Miss Amy Boyce, 
for­ 
ward, a member of the Boyce Mer­ 
cantile staff now; 
Arma 
Boyce, 
forward, now Mrs. Orville Black- 
ney, member of the Morley high 
school faculty, and 
Lollie 
May, 
guard, now Mrs. Early Bynum of 
Charleston. 
The picture was 
made 
in the 
public square at M rley dining the 
summer of 1908. 
Scctt Comity’s first 
basketball 
team originated after a County Su­ 
perintendent of Schools suggeeled 
that basketball teams be organiz­ 
ed in order that this sport might 
be added to the sports program of 
the annual athletic meet to be held 
in Benton, April 4, 1908. 
But only 
two teams were organized, 
Oran 
and Morley. 
This 
arrangement 
simplified schedule drafting. Oran 
played Morley, and Morley played 
Oran. 
The county superintendent men­ 
tioned is none other than B. Hugh 
Smith, who inaugurated many 
of 
the school practices now in torce. 
He is now a lawyer with offices and 
a practice in Cape Girardeau, and 
was Scott County’s first basket­ 
ball missionary. 
Not only was he 
instrumental 
in 
organizing 
the 
Morley and Oran teams, 
but 
he 
preached basketball, 
illustrating 
his talks with a “magic lantern” 
using a slide made from the pho­ 
tograph on display in Dudley’s. 
But wait a minute. 
One of the 
lassies has 
a 
basketball. 
Mrs. 
Cummins 
remembers 
distinctly 
that it cost 11.50 <1932 cost $13.50) 
and that each member of the team 
“chipped in” two bits to defray the 
cost. At the time, her mother was 
absent, and not wanting to ask her 
uncle 
for 
the 
quarter, 
Serelda 
snags a chicken from the 
family 
poultry yard, and with the sixty- 
five cents thus obtained, paid her 
proportional part. 
That left forty 
cents to pacify an irate mother. 
And the suits. 
Lord bless you 
children. 
Suits consisted of tennis 
shoes (beginning at the 
bottom 
and working up), stockings, either 
one or two petticoats, A CORSET, 
(call Ripley if you will), a cami­ 
sole, bloomers and copious girth, a 
skirt, and middy blouse with high 
neck, long sleeves, and tight cuffs. 
A large “M” adorned the blouse, 
standing for ‘Morley”. 
You may 
draw your own mental picture! 
At any rate the suits were home 
made of heavy, black sateen trim ­ 
med with red percale. 
The other 
garments mentioned were regular, 
ordinary, every day 
and 
Sunday, 
pieces of wearing apparel, none of 
which was 
discarded 
when 
the 
suits were donned. 
Long 
hair 
was 
more or less 
troublesome. 
The 
blamed 
hair­ 
pins wouldn’t stay put, and time­ 
out was an unheard-of rule of the 
game in 1908 and 1909. 
To rem­ 
edy the matter members of 
the 
Morley team wore u black cap, 
with short visor, trimmed with red 
ribbon. 


Those who happen to see 
the 
photograph may notice that 
one 
member of the team is clutching a 
silver horse-shoe. 
That shoe is an 
ordinary “ mule shoe” wrapped in 
tin foil and garnished with 
red 
and 
black 
ribbon. 
After 
team 
captains had decided which goal to 
defend, Morley’s good luck piece 
was tied to the rim of the 
hoop. 
The present-day net was absent. 
It should be remembered 
that 
all games, save one, played by this 
first team, 
were 
played out 
of 
doors. 
Captain Arma Boyce tried 
to win the toss, for the idea was 
to select the goal during the first 
half so that the sun would 
not 
shine into 
players’ 
eyes. 
Then 
while rooters razzed, booed, 
and 
heckled the opposing team, 
the 
Morley team would endeavor 
to 
roll up a huge score in the 
first 
hour or so of play. 
It should also 
be kept in mind that the opposing 
team 
endeavored 
to do likewise. 
Dainty 
refreshments 
were 
not 
served at the end of the game, and 
a good time was not always had 
by all. 
Teams would decide before the 
contest how long the game should 
last. 
It might he one hour or two 
with a short rest period 
at 
the 
half, and there 
were 
only 
two 
rules: 
1. a player could not 
run 
with the ball, and 2, stepping out 
of bounds was forbidden. Pushing, 
charging, knocking down an 
op­ 
ponent 
(aecidently ?), 
guarding 
with body instead of hands only— 
all these w’ere OK. 
If 
a player 


got hurt, it was too bad for thej 
player and for the team, for sub-! 
stitutes were unheard of. 
Import­ 
ing players from other schools was 
“fair”, and there was no distinc­ 
tion between grade or high school 
players. 
Grades were not rcces-' 
sarily required to he up to par. 


A Sub Brings Trouble 


The fact that Essex brought 
c. 
substitute player almost caused a 
riot. 
The Morley team by spon­ 
soring an ice cream social 
had 
netted $20 to pay expenses during 
the season. 
When Essex arrived 
the entire team was taken to the 
hotel for dinner, (at 25c per plate), 
when, gee whiz! 
The visitors had 
the gall to bring along a substi-j 
tute. 
And 
furthermore, 
Miss 
Clodfelter, the sub, did not eat a t ' 
the expense of Morley. 
No siree. 
She tapped her brother for a quar­ 
ter and dined at her own expense. 
The first summer schedule, 1908, j 
consisted of three games: 
Oran, 
Blodgett and Commerce (the lat­ 
ter two having organized in May). 
In the fall that year, games with 
Oran and Essex closed the home 
season. 
Both games were dropped 
to Oran, but victories were scored 
over Blodgett and Commerce, while 
Morley divided honors with Essex 
winning one heme game, and los-1 
ing one at Essex. 
Transportation was a problem 
of some note at that time. Morley 
traveled to Esse:; via -Jci housc 
by train, arriving Friday evening. 
Essex 
entertained 
with 
parties 
that night, and the next dr.y, the 
game was played in the rain and 
snow. 
It was at this game that 
the term “Watremelons” was ap­ 
plied to the Morley team. 
Essex 
earned the title “Cotton Pickers” 


. . both being side-line, razzberTy 
products. 
Goals 
had 
not 
been 
standardized, 
and 
Morley 
a ttri­ 
buted its loss to the tact m at the 
E sox goals consisted of a double 
backstop, 
a high 
board, and 
a 
smaller one to which the hoop was 
attached. 
Essex players repaid the Morley 
hotel meal treat by transporting 
the entire team and three teach­ 
ers, (oh yes, oh yes, we had chap­ 
erones in them days) 
to Bloom­ 
field in order 
that 
the 
players 
might get home a day earlier by 
catching the “ Mountain Goat pud­ 
dle jumper”—a mixed train, which 
delivered the team en chaperone 
safe and sound at home Saturday 
night at 9 o’clock. 
The greatest 
ambition 
of the 
fiist Morley team 
was 
to 
beat 
Oran, and that finally occurred in 
April, 1909, when the two rival 
teams met during the spring ath­ 
letic meet. 
Morley won 
by 
de- 
lault when two Oran players were 
unable to finish the game, one hav­ 
ing suffered a black eye, and the 
other an injured side. 
Banker and Lawyer C oaches 
Scott Countians of our day ana 
age may be surprised to learn the 
names of the two-man 
coaching 
staff. 
W. L. Tomlinson, 
now 
a 
prominent
